A BILLION DOLLAIl ADMINISTRATION. 

Sew Fork Press.— Not long ago the 
Democratic press was vociferous in its 
denunciation of the Republican "billion 
dollar Congress." For months a sense 
less clamor about alleged "extravagance" 
and "recklessness" was kept up by 
Democratic organs from one end of the 
country to the other because the Fifty- 
first Congress in two years had appro 
priaied about a billion dollars to carry on 
the manifold activities of the Govern- 
ment. This billion was honestly collected 
and honestly expended. A large prop 
tion of it was contributed by foreigners 
as the price of admission to American 
markets, it went to discharge the Nation' 
obligations to its creditors, and to pay for 
forts and for ships and guns of American 
manufacture. It was paid out in pensions 
to Union veterans and passed through 
their hands to the tills of merchants of 
every kiud in every state in the Union; it 
deepened harbors, improved waterways 
and constructed public buildings I 
American cities; it erected and mail 
tained lighthouses on storm-beaten coast- 
it went to pay the officers and men of our 
gallant little army and navy; to furnish 
the salaries of our diplomatic and 
sular representatives abroad and of the 
great host of Government workers 
home. It was disbursed in every section 
through all the chaunels of trade, giving 
more work and waget to labor, creating 
prosperity and developing industry iu all 
directions. The Democratic charges of 
"extravagance" were utterly disproved, 
and it was acknowledged that the Fifty 
first House had simply made adequate 
provision for the growing necessities of 
the Government, when the succeeding 
Democratic House not only reached the 
billion mark iu its appropriations, but 
passed it by some 140,000.000. 

For five months a Democratic Adminis 
tration has beeu iu control at the National 
Capital. Behiud it has stood a party 
vehemeutly demanding the abolition of 
all Protection and the reissue of state 
bank currency The industries of the 
Nation have taken alarm at the spectacle 
of their enemies In power. The Free 
I rude Presideut has used the authority of 
his office not to protect but to assail and 
ruiu the business interests of the country. 
The result has been the obliteration of 
more than a billion dollars iu the value of 
property held by American citizens. The 
shrinkage iu values has embraced inactive 
as well as active securities; state, city and 
county bonds, the capital stock of limited 
corporations, manufacturing com pan lei 
and business firms. It has destroyed 
credit and plunged multitudes iuto bank- 
ruptcy. Banks have been curried down 
by tho score. Thoroughly established 
business reputations have been hopelessly 
wrecked. The abundant prosperity of 
the country has beeu changed into strin 
gency and panic. 

The Fifty-first Congress appropriated a 
billion dollars iu two years and made 
provision for distributing it among the 
people. Tho Cleveland Administration 
has taken a billion dollars from the 
pockeU of the people in four months. It 
has diminished the wealth of the Nation 
by an amount nearly equal to the 
entire sum of money iu circulation in the 
United States today. It has coat the 
people of the Uuited States three times as 
much as the colossal swiudlo of the 
Pauama Canal, which shook France Trom 
center to circumference, cost the Franco 
people. It has taken enough money 
from the people to build the Nicaragua 
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palling figures. But they show the truth. 
They demand the earnest consideration 
or every Amem.aii citizen on this anni- 
versary of the Natiou's birth. Bluster 
ami prevaricate as they may, tho mouth- 
piecei of Democracy canuot obscure this 
tremendous fact; Iu four mouths Demo- 
cratic rule has robbed the American 
people of 91,000,000,000.
